CALIFORNIA BENEFTTS. 

California, by this ruling, comes 
into the benefits conferred already 
in the cases of the other com- 
munity-law States—Texas, Wash- 
ington, Arizona, Idfho, New Mexi- 
co, Leuisiana and Nevada.

In 1920, for the 
husband and wife living in 
insisted upon their rights to make 
returns on the community basis. 
The matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the Attorney-General, 
and in his opinion, given in Sep- 
tember, 1921, he recognized such 
right, under the Texas community 
property law. Immediately tax- 
payers in other community prop- 
erty States began to assert their 
rights to the same privilege. The 
result was a second opinion by the 
Attorney-General, returned 
1921, which included In the “Texas 
ruling” all of the other community 
States except California. This 
ruling applied alike to the Federal 
estate tax and the income tax. 
California was exempted nder 
the decisions of the Supreme Court 
of California—notably the estate 
of Moffitt, and Spreckels against 
Spreckels—that the wife's interest 
in the community property was 
merely that of an heir or an ex- 
pectancy, and not a vested in- 
terest. 

The decision tn the Blum against 
Wardell case was the reverse of 
this and was to the effect that the 
wife has a “valid, subsisting and 
vested interest in the estate and 
in the community property during 
the life of the husband.” The de- 
cisions by the California Supreme 
Court in the Moffit and Spreckels 
cases were rendered prior to 1917. 


AMENDED STATUTES. 

Hed the statutes of California 
been unamended the Federal 
courts would have been compelled 
to accept these State decisions.

The high price of Chinese pig 
tafle has become a cause for loud 
complaint by the fashionable wom- 
en of Germany. China is still the 
principal source for Germany's hair 
importation, which is shipped chief- 
ly from the ports of Chifu, Tien- 
tsin. Shanghai and Su-chow. 
Italian hair is valued more hig 
ly than Chinese hair. The avera 
braid of T‘alian hair twenty-cicht 
inches long is now sold in Germany 
at a retail price of 700 marks, 
against 40 marks before the war. 
Another cause for complaint is 
that the production of hair nets, 
which are very popular among Ger- 
man women, is almost monopolized 
by Czecho-Slovakia, where more 
than 500,000 men, women and chil-’ 
dren earn their living by knitting 
them. The maximum production 
of one hair knitter is three dozen 
nets daily.—[Montreal Witness.
